Wee need not complaine with our Sewowr in the 
Goſpel, that the Harweſt is great, and the Labourers few; 
for we haue many Labourers, which would willingly 
manure this maiden Soile , and with the painfull 
ſweate of their browes reape whatthey ſow. But the 
cbarge of tranſporting them with ſuch implements 


and domelticall cattell,as muſt be had now ar the firſt, 


cannot but grow to an excefhue colt. Toexpet more 
helpes then ir pleaſed our moſt bountifull King al. 
ready to beſtow vpon vs will bee in vaine, I doubr, 
conl{idering the ſcarcity of mony in theſe dayes, which 
not only Scorland, bur likewiſe all his Mazeſties Dom. 
nions doe afhirme to be true. The natiue and genuine 
falt ofthe earth, which fruRtifed our Corne fields with 
ſo many infinite ploughings of our Anceſtors and ours 
is ſpent; nor will Lime or Marle ever recouer them 
co the priſtine and ancient vigour and fertilitie. Eng iſh 
Clath, which beretofore was dignified with the Title 
of the Golden Fleece, growes out of requeſt , yea (and 
with inward griefe I ſpeakeit) in contempt alſo among 
the Owners and Inhabitants themſelues. Our T inne, 
Lead, and Coalc-mines begin to faile, Our Woods, which 
Nature produced,and our Fathetsleft vs forfiring, for 
reparations of decayed Houſes, Ploughes, and Ship.

To whom I re- 
turned chisanſwere : Much honowred Sir , I grant the 
ſetting forwards of P/antations, with all needfull appur- 
tenances,requires the purſe of rich Spencer, or of weal- 
thy Su/r0n, in regard of the many difhcultiesand di- 
ſturbances, which either Malice, Enuie, cauſceleſle di- 
ſtruſt, caſualties vnlooke for, or the careleſneſle of vn- 
expert Agents may procure now at the beginning to 
blaſt our hopes in the bloſſome. Neuerthelelle, inaits 
Inwidia, in deſpite of Enuie, and of all malicious An- 
gels,which by cheir inviſible wheeling about the brains 
of Caſtawayes, doe vie to ſeduce their phantaſies to 
crolſe the very beſt Delignes, whereof no man li- 
ving hath more cauſe then my ſelfe ro complaine : wee 
ought to perſeuere in conſtancie, and to out-dare For- 
rune vnderthe 4/mighties Banner. What incumbran- 
ces did the 1ſraelites leele, before they conquered the 
Land of Canaan? Haw many Perſecutions did the 
Church endure, before the true Chriſtian Faith was 
planted ? None enters into Heaves without Crofles 
and fierie tryals compoſed of briers and brambles, 
which the Romanes termed the waluckic Woods, T here- 
tore let vs lay alideall ſcrupulous doubts. Let vs cut

our Coats according to the cloath , taking care theif- 
tily to husband the meanes allotted co our Plantations ;

many DireQors are, the Diretions prooue copfuled :

proportion. Yea and we ſhall doe more in chele places, 
where we have elenated our cogitations, and levelled 
our ends for a thonſand pounds, then others haue in 
Virginia ot the Summer 1layds for forty thouſand, 
ſo that wee tranſport for the fpace of the firſt ewo or 
three yeeres none but Fiſhermen and Labourers.

rilitie, Baudrie, notorious 1yes, or with prophane 
and too frigolous fopperies, [ vtrerly diſlike all ſuch 
pretended recreations.

For the verifying 
and approving of which poſition, he quoted down 
certaine leaues of Mariena the Teſuites Booke de 
Rege > Reg. Inſlit. cap.6. whereby hee ſubietts all 
Powers and Domimions to the becke and diſpoſe 
of his earthly God my Lordthe Pope,and frees themt 
trom their aileageance to their native Priyce, tt his

Herelie. CA poloes griefe, conceived by this Afale 
ftinate and T ragicall event became ſomewhat aſ- 

{waged, when he knew the cauſe of this inhumane 

burchery procceded through the Kings owne cre» 
dulitic and renderneſte of heart in admitting the

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Methinkes I readin Robert Parſons lookes yeſter- 
day laſt, when he eyed you ſointentively and wiſt- 
lie, this reuvengefull threat : 7 owe you an i/ turne. 
But, ſaid Flor40, if you will be beck ruled by mee 
wee ſhall not onely wind our ſelues into Apoloes 
. better liking , but winneeternall honour, and tri- 
umphar length ouer ourenuious aduerſaries. Yee 
ſee what a (tri& Proclamation thereis yonder fixe 
vpon the Gateof his Maieſties Palace, for the arre- 
ſting of Mariana the Jeſnite. Now if by our indu- 
ftrie this ſeditious SedZarie may bee brought before 
Apolle,doubtlefle we [hal both receiue condigne re- 
compence and conuenient ſatisfation. To this re- 
plied'Orphems Iunjor, and doe you belecuetbar it is 
poflibleto hoodwinkethe Serpent , and to goe be- 
yond the 7eſuites the cunningeſt race of all man- 
kind? Iaſſureyou,itis caſier to plough vp Godwiws 
ſands and to make them habitable, thento find our 
Marianaes hole; except you haue the Spirit of El;- 
£8 the Prophet, But I guefleat areadie way indeed 
how we may come by this hidden T raitor,and that 
is this : I haue Jately reteyned into my ſervice old 
Argus, whom the Poets faigne to ſee with an bun, 
dred eyes, becauſe of his watchfulneſſe and inde- 
fatigable cares about any matter committed to bis 
truſt, hee fees by night aſwell as by day, and neuer 
goes without a perſpeRiue glaſle, through whick 
hee will diſcouer aboue thirtie miles off. Euer (ince 
his misfortune in looſing his ſweet charge , wor 
mo 
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moſt beautifull 19 , lee wandred vp and downe the 
world very melancholick and deieQed in mind, as 
one much aſhamed , that baving ſo many eyes in 
his noddle be could not keepe one creaturein ſa'e- 
cuſtodie. Yet many noble Perſonages baue offered 
bim large Stipendsto looke vnto their wives aud 
daughters, which be would never more vadertake 
by reaſon of the loſſe of 15, whom be made full ac- 
- count to guard againſt the craftieft ſoliciter of the 
world. For as he faith, letaman looke vato a wo- 
man never ſo narrowly, nay, let him lock ber vp 
in a cloſe chamber after the Italian manner : her 
owne free heart cannot ſay ny , it ſhe be wantonly 
diſapſed, and meetes with anearneſt Suiter. This 
old Lad will I imploy ſentinell or ſcout about the 
leſaites houſes, in one of the which be reſides with- 
out queſtion. In the meane time _—_ you to 
your triend Maſter Secretarie Walſing ham, & get of 
him a warrant dormant, and let him alone co at 
the reſt. At theſe words they departed. And the 

next day meeting together againe , Orphens [unior 
acquainted them, that Aress bad ſpied about an 
houre before day a man with long locks, like a 
ſwaggering Gallant, diſguiſedin alight coloured 
ſuitof apparell, entring into Claudius Aquau'uacs 
houſe , the Generall of the Teſaits, and by all likeli- 
hood it could be no other then Marians, whereto 
Florio all rauiſhed with ioy ſaid: O happie man 
borne vnder a luckie conſtellation, and referued by 
deſtinie for great enterprizes. It is not for ncvght 


that thy ſurging ſeas retuled to (wallow the honeft 
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corpſe, when in a violent ſloeme thow did fall 
oucrboord the ſhip.. It = not $63 ſmall or ignoble 
effeRts, tharchou werrt ſaued,, asa firebrandiaken 
out of the flames, in thae facall accident, when thy 
houſe was battered about thy eares with thunder 
and lightning , thoſe tearefull antilleriesot Gops 
glorie. My mind gives me, i can be no othertben 
Mariana: And here isa liraight warrant for bis ap- 
prehenſion. Le: vs immediatly ger ſome Pegaſcan 
horſes, for delayes breed danger. And lo without 
more words chey procured poſt horſes for them- 
ſelues and a dcxcn more of their friends , in whom 
they repoſed molt conhidence, and about the daw- 
ning of the day the next morning they artjyed 
neere Claadius 4quamiuars houle , whichlay 5. 
renne leagues dittant from his Maieſties Court art 
Parnaſſus, where inding Arges very circumipe&t 
and warch'ull , they certainly vnderftood of him, 
that the partie was (till within without the lcaſi mi- 
ftruſt or alteration. Whereupon, as ſoone as the le. 
ſajtes meniall feruants had opened the Gates, they 
ſuddenly ruthed in , not omitting to leaue C4rgnus 
and a competent companie without doores , for 
feare of an eſcape at the Poſterne. Afrer ſome ſearch 
they found Mariana cloſely cubd vp in Aquaninaes 
Librarie, with a new begun Treaz!ſe before bim, 
wherein theſe Queſtions of maine conſequence 
wereto be decided : Whether it were more commous 
dious for hu Catholick Maieſlie 10 bend ha forges 4- 
gainit bis Neighbours the Moores,or againſt the Lu 
therans ? The other Queſtion was, wherber it were 

expe- 
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expedient for the better maintenance of Saint Peter! 
Chaire , and for rhe propagation of the ſocietie of Ie>. 
{#5 (#4 whoſe nome all Creatures wereto bow)10 ſeine 
2/008 the renenues and linings of all ther inferroue 
orders whatſoener and 18 comnert the ſame to wobler + 
ſes,the one moyrie betwixt hu Holineſſe and the Caths. 
lick Princes, and the other 18 the moſt worthie? In his 
Maieſtics name both Marians and Aquaniua were 
arreſted , and preſently fet vpon a couple of Pega- 
ſcan Sreeds, who no ſooner moumed and placed in 
the ſaddle, buc the horſes began furiouſly ro winch. 
and fling like mad creatures, and the Riders were 
moſt vivlently caſt downe from their backs, ſo thac 
| if the ftanders by had not reſcued them from the 
furie of rheſe incenſed horſes, doubtleſſe rhey had 
there breathed their laſt with their Braines abour 
their Eares. For the nature of theſe kind of Horles, 
which are bred in Helicon and alwaies warered at 
Bellerophons Well, is to bate,kicke, and trample vn-. 
der their fecte all fatiogs, proud, and preſumpru- 
oas ſpirits; Ason thecontrarie to (hew themlclues, 
as obedient as Bucephalns to Alexander, very tratt- 
able, and milder then Lambes vnto the learned Ri- 

ders, who acknowl:dge their owne infirmities, 

with a lowly conceit of their braines capacities and 

vertoes, though never ſo much extolled by others. 

Fheſe new Officers informed by Argny of the Hor- 

fy diſpoſition, would no longer contend againſt 

nature, nor worke agajnſt Antipathie, but made 

my two pgraue Gent/rmen for all their bruiſes verie 


orderly to marcha foote, vntill they came to Par- 
E4 naſſas,

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avadik neſſus , where being returned about foure in the 
. night they delivered them ouer to the Liewtenent 

rriminall atthe Tower ergaitulare, whoimmediat. 

ly committed them to Sy/jphns his rowling mount,

Apollo condemnes Mariana the Teſuire,ts be tor- 
tured inPhalaris his Brazen Bull, and baniſherg the 
pernicious Sect of Teluits ont of the Territories of 
Parnaſſus. 


A fole being informcd by his Marſba/s, That 

both the /eſaites were now in ſafe cuſtodie,al- 
ſembled all bis Z/fates vpon the fifih of Nowember 
latt, 1625. in the great Senate Houſe at Parnaſſus, 
and cauſed Mariana and Claudins _Aquanins tobe 
brought forth: Vnto whom his Mazeflic ſpakein 
this manner: How long, 0 diſloyall [gnatians, hane 
yee tempted our Patience in broaching out your 
virulent dodtine, for the dethroning and deftroy- 
ing of: Princes, whom the Eternal Moner and King 
of Kings had ordayned out of his inſcrutable pro- 
uidence,to be his Deputies bere on earth, for ſweet 
or for ſowre, asa bleſſing or a plague? Could not 
theirawiull tate and Haieſtical Authoritie dazle 
your 


_— 
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our corporall eyes, and aftoniſh your inward ſen- 
Fs from (cribling ſuch prodigious poſitions, as did 
"animate ſubieRs againſt their Native Kings, cucn 
to ſeeke their deareſt bloud ? Could nor the exam. 
ple of Machiazelt, whom yee knew to bee bani- 
{hed from our pzaccable Coxrs, terrific your turbu- 
lent ſpirits from putting Dogges teeth in Sheepes 
mouthes , to the apparant danger of their Sheep« 
heards, and the vnſpeakable diſcommoditie of all 
humane kinde , who muft now defend themſclues 
from theſe profitable beaſts , as from rauenous 
Wolues? By your meanes//Gernet and many 0- 
thers loſt their lives , who might haue ſuccoured ( 
and relicued your owne Se, if relying on theſe 
cruel! reeth of yours, they had not ſought vtterly 
to vndoe, and to deuoure both their Paſtors and 
yuiet Owners; yee profefle your (clues to bee 7e- 
ſuits, that is, Savzonrs, O leſu eſto mihi Teſw , but yet 
meant nothing lefle. If yee did, why followed yee 
not the Lanchorne of your Sa»iovrs life : Hee paid 
iribute to Ceſar, though an Infidel!; when hce was 
ſmicten he opened not his mouth, but ſtood lilent, 
like 4 Lambe before the Shearer. When Peter ſtrooke 
of cMalchas eare, heerebuked the At and mira- 
culouſly ſet it on againe: by Kingdome was not of 
thu World. His chiefeſt and Jaft command was loue 
and not Revenge, Charitie and not debate , peace 
and not diſſention. This loue, as an accident inſe- 
parable,his Apoſtle Saint ohn recommends ; And 
this not onely in one to another, but xowards all 


the World , whether they bee Iewes or Gentiles , as 
| Saint 
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Saint Pan! confirmes: bane peace with all men, as 
much as in you tyerh. This peace have yee moſt 
craiterouſly and teloniouſly intringed in plotting 
to blow vp the King avd Eſtates of great Brotraime ; 
This ſacred bond haue ye cancelled, when &a%:4ac 
that dewill of men, by the inſtigation of your ſedi- 
tious Booke, did maſſacre the Prince of his native 
ſoyle Viftorious Henry the vnderminer of that 
Catholicke Monarchre , which the Spaniards drea- 
med of. This Chaine of Charitie haue yee viola- 
tedand torneaſunder , when at ſundry times yee 
wherted on fimple Creatures more filly then Sheep 
to take armes againſt their Native Prince. Heere 
Apollo pauſed. And then asked of Mariana, and 


of Aquaniue , what they couldalledge in their De- 
fence? Harianaanſwered, that he publiſbed that 


Dottrine for noill intent or trecherous plot, which - 
he ever minded to put in execution againſt Princes, 
but becauſe he hoped by bumouring the Pope, hee 
might enioy the happinefſe to become one day in- 


. veſted with a Cardinals Robes and the red at. But 
_ forthe Dofrine it (elfe, ſaid Aqnarina, howſocuer 


our tender Conſciences ſerue not to a, yetthe 
fame muſt needs remaine authenticke, vntill a ge- 
wmerall Conncell (hall mediate and interpoſle their 
opinions betwixt his:olineſſe and Kings, how farre 
one anothers powers {hall extend, and for what 
occaſions hee may pronounce the diſmal Senrence 
againſt them. 

Apollo much incenfed at theſe obſ inate-pofitions 
replyed. And muſt my vertuous Prixcer live in 

con- 
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continuall icalouſies in the interim ? Vhat if wy 
Lord the Pope doe neuer call a Councell, ſhall [ en. 
dure to ſee theſe bloudie Plots and PraQices ated 
inmy preſence? Know then, 0 yee vertuens of Par- 
»aſſas, among whom I reckon not theſe Caitiues, 
that by the will of God all Kings doe raigne; thatthe p,,uen, cw. 
moſt High beareth rule oner the Kingdomes of men, Vaniclcap 4, 
and giveth them to whom hewill. It was out of the 
Apeſiles Commifhon to meddle with earthly Pow- 
ers, but with Heauenly, whereof they had the kezes 
to open the entry vnto the Penitent. It was out of 
their element to diſpoſe of Soveraignries. Did Saint 
Peter, Saint 04», or Saint Pax, luborne T raitours ( 
by word or deed againſt the Ceſars,who perſecuted 
them and their new Church? Nay, ſo obedienc 
were the Chriſtians of the Primitive Church vato 
thoſe tyrannous Emperours, that they prayed for 
their proſperitie, health andlife z as we may reade 
in »fl;ne Martyr and Tertulian, Many of them ſer- 
ued Souldiers in M4. Awrelivs Campe, and by their 
Prayers cauſed Raine to deſcend in a great drouth, 
when the &izer of Danubins [carce yeelded water Tertul.4polog. 
to bearea Boare. c4p.39. 
The Donti/ts firſt ſought to exempt themſelues 
from the Emperonr in Spirituall matters. Where- 
ypon a learned Father of that Ape accounted Do- 
»atns a mad man forthat his fooliſh Opinion. Do- 
natrns, ſaith hee,inflamed with hu womted madneſſe>, 
bart out into theſe wordes : Quid Imperatori cum OptatcontsPar- 
Eccleſia? What hath the Emperony todoe with the ng

rours ſuperioritie ouerthe Pope himſelfe, let them 
conſider of theſe following Examples. Firſt, of 
Donatss lately ſpeciiied , who acculing Cecilianus 
Biſhop of Carthage 10 Conſtantine the Emperour: His 
Imperiall Maiei#tze commanded Czcil:anus to re- 
paire ata prefixed time to Rome , and by his Com- 
miſſion, the Copie whereof is extant in EZaſebins, 
authorized 41iltiades Biſhop of Rome, with ſome 0- 
thers ioyned with him'to heare and determine the 
Complaint. Theſe Commiſhoners examined the 
matter, and finding Czci/ianz innocent, they con. 
demned the Acculer Dovatws and his Complices. 
Whereupon be and they appealed ro the Emperour 
himſelfe after the example of Saint Pa»/, who ap- 
pealed to Ceſar from Feſius and Agrippa, as his 
ſupreme /#dge on Earth. Which Appeale the Em- 
perour Conſtantine accepted, and ordred the diffe. 
rence. The Eight firit Councels were appointed by 
the Emperonrs, which no learned Papiſtscan deny, 
Inſomuch that Leo Biſhop of Rome, made carneſt 
ſuite to Theodofius the yonger, that the Councell 
which afterwardswas kept at Ca/ceds, might be held: 
in /taly , the whith the Emperour by no meanes 
would aſſent vnto. For all that, the Biſbop of Rome 
continued his ſypplications by the Princeſſe Pol. 
eheria, an earneſt Mediatrix for him, and alſo b 
ſundry Noble Courtiers, who interceded likewiſe. 
But all of them miſſing to preuaile, the Conncell 
was kept at Calcedon. And afterwards the Biſbop of 
Rowre to teltifig his obedjence to the Emperony,thar 
Jy had 
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had thus flighted his ſupplications , he with the 0. 
cher Biſhops of his Iuriſdifion and limitation 
ſabſcribed to the®Canons agreed vpon in thar 
Conncell, as himſelfe records in theſe words : Be- 
cauſe I muit ſhew my ſelfe obedient to your Religions 
and ſacred will, 1 haue laid downe my conſent Unis 
thoſe conflitutions. 

The like obedience Gregory another famous 
Biſhep of Rome about hue hundred yecres after 
Chriſt ſhewed, as his Predeceflours had done, and 
cauſeda Law,which himſclfe much diſliked to be 
publiſhed throughout his limits , returning this 
Certificate tothe Emperour : 1 being ſubiett wnto 
your commandement haue cauſed the ſame Law to be 
fent into divers parts, 

What more evidence will my Jgnatan: require ? 
Heere they may ſee three ſeveral Biſhops of Rome 
obedient ro the Emperours as their Supreame 
Head, yea, for Eccleſiaſticall matters , much more 
in-Temporall Iuriſditions. If theſe Examples 
cannot fatisfie their turbulent fantaſies , let them 
yet remember theſe further ſpeeches of Gregorie- 
Biſhop of Rome , wherein hee frankly confeſleth the 
Emperours Superioritie , and cals him hu Lord - 
wunis my Lords pietie is ginen power ouer all men 

om Heauen : which likewiſe a more ancient F«- 
cher iuſtifieth in theſe words : Above the Emper our 
there # none but God, which madethe Emperour. 

AEneas Siluirs , who was afterwards Pope by 
the name of Pius the Second, expounding that 
place of Saint Paul, Let every ſoulc bee ſubice? " 

© 2 the 
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 thehbigher powers, confelleth this Superioritie.Net- 
Enec 54»: ther, laith he, doth hee except the Soule of the Pipe/ 
Concil, © himſeclfe. : © 

Reuercnd Beae interpreting that place in Samuel, 
where Dauids heart ſmote within him, becaule hee 
did but cut the lap of Sau/s garment, vtterly con- 
demneth theſe Regicides, and dethroners of Kings 
in theſe words: This Afton of David doth morally 
reach vs, that wee muſt not ſmite our Princes with 
the ſword of our Lips, though they wrong vs, nor 

zedbb.4.Ex- that we teare the hemme of thcir ſuperfluous deeds. 
poſit. in Samuel: Tf wee approoue not the holineflt of their lives, 
let vs applaud the bolineſſe of their VnRions. 

In the Engh/b Chronicles, cuen when the Pope 
was at the higheſt ſtaire of worldly criumph,it is re- 
giſtred, that _Anſelmus Archbiſhop of Canterbary, 
in ſome difference betwixt him and King Williams 
Rufus,would have appealed to the Pope : And that 
the King and the Biſbops withſtood it. 

Inthe Raigne of King Henry the Second, a Law 
was made on paine of Treaſon, not to appeale our 
of the Kingdome of England. 

Thus from time to time, it is manifeſt that the 
Popes power hath beene inferiour and ſubie& to 
Earthly Princes. Andtherefore to broach out ſuch 
damnable Paradoxes for the iuſftification of mur- 
ther,and the warranting of priuate men toconfpire 
againſt their Soueraignes, is a DaQtrine, which God 
bates.Somtimes men are plagued bythe immediate 
hand of God, ſometimes by mediate and ſecondary 
means for their ſins. Sometimes men are n_ ro 

endure 
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endure extraordinary ſtormes, its, famine; 
warres, and alſo crofles at their very triends hands. 
Sometimes their wemen are delivered ofabortiues 
or miſhapen Creatures. All which they muſt pa- 
tiently brooke : Much more muſt they beare with 
the ſpots of Princes, who haue long Eares and 
long hands. 

It is not ſafe or vertuous to meddle with liti- 
gious wares , nor to trouble the braine with theſe 
kind of Problemes. For if men liue in a Monarchy, 
which is hereditary, the Fault is the greater. If in 
other Kingdomes , the fundamentall Lawes muſt 
be regarded by the publike States, and not by pri- 
vate perſons; It the Kingdome be Zlettive as Po. 
land; let the Chancelor looketo it. If in Germanie_ 
it belongs to the Elet7ors to decidethe quarrell be- 
twixt the Emperour and the Subiects. 

Wee doe therefore vtterly deteſt theſe 7e/ſnrres, 
for maintayning of theſe bloudy Tragedies; and 
from henceforth wee baniſh that peftilent Race of 
SeAaries out of our Turiſdiion of Parnaſſus. Ma- 
ri1ana heere we doe order to bee perpetually tortu- 
red in Phalars hs Brazen Bull, and his Bookesalſo 
co be burnt, and the aſhes to be ſcattered in the Ri- 


ver of Lethe.

TN May laſt, when all liuing Creatures followed 
cheir naturall motions and kinds, DoRor Wichffe 
of Oxferdwho in King Richard the Seconds time, 
by the countenance of /9hnof Gaunt and the Lon- 
doners oppoſed hiraſelfe againſt the Romiſh Cler- 
ic, 25 hee was entringinto the Temple of the vn- 
knowne Godat Athens, elpieda Franciſcan Frier 
very heartily kiſſing a Gentlewoman, which in that 
jouiall and merrie time, had made choiſe of that 
luſtie Frier to confeſſe her, whereupon Door W:- 
cliffe being euer held to be of an vablemiſhe beha- 
uiour, and as chaſte as Origen, but that ke had not 
gelthimſelfe as 9rigen did, burned with Zeale,and 
like another Phinehes, thought once to hane runne 
vpon them both, to haue ſcratcht their eyes our, 
for weapons he had noneto offend with (ſuch was 
the Law of Apolives Court) But remembring him- 
ſelfe of a place in Homer , how Achilles, as be inten- 
ded+to draw out his Sword againſt 4gamemnon,was 
prevented by the Ladie Pal/a4,who inuilibly reftrai- 
ned his hand from that reprochfull AR, hereculed 
backe vnſeene by the youthfull Couple, whole 
lips were ſo faſtned together, that, as if they had 
beenein a trance, the Church might haue falne by 
cmd hanar > about their eares, before they would 

enparted from their ſogred kifles,and like an Ar- 
row out of a Bow hee ruſhed into Saint Frances 


clo 


cloyſter , where meeting with the 0/44» a mum- 
bling on bis Oriſons and Roſaries, be'defired him 
in all baſte to come and viſit the Corpſe of one of 
hisFrie75, which was ſtrooke dead by the Plaxct 
Venus, together witha Maide of Honourbelonging 
to the Princeſſe Thalia. Artheſe words Saint Fran- 
ces flung away his deucurt Offices, and went a lon 

with Door Wiclfe to the place, where he ond 
the Frier and the gentlewomana kiſhng.. Atter that 
Saint Frances had confiderately noted, how loning- 
ly the Frier lay, as it werein ancxtafie, with his 


' + lipsascloſeas Iuyto an Elme , vnto the Maides 


lips: the g#od mas fell downe vpon his knees, and 
thanked God, that he had ſeene ſo much Love and 
Charitie in the VVorld, which before hee doubted 
had forſaken all humane race.

D; Wicliffe the next day after this adventure, , 
 lothto be acceſſary to ſuch baudy deeds,made 
the matter knowne vnto polices MaieHie, who- 
immediatcly ſent Xercory for both the Friers, Aud- 

Mk 
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vpon the Friday after appointed a ſpeciall Conno- 
cation for the ordering of this laſcinious Cauſe. 
About nineaclocke in the morning vpon the pre- 
fixed day,both the Friers being brought beforethe 
Lords of the Connocations, Apells ſpake in this wiſe 
to Saint Frances : The firſt time that you were ini- 
tiated in morall Precepts, and (ithence matricula- 
tedin our Court, you vndertooke aſwell for your 
Mona#ticall Order as your ſelte to line chaſt, and not 
to miniſter occaſion of ſcandall to the married So- 
cietie, to ſuſpeR theleaſt token of incontinenciein 
row carriages. But we find that you are fleſh and 

loud, ſubiet ro concupiſcerice as well as others. 
Saint Pau/therefore aduiſeth you rather to marrie 
then to burne. But you on thecontrary doe forbid 
your Clergy to matry at all, although in your con- 
ſciences you know it a moſt grievous yoke, the 
which our Saviour Chriſt ſaid that] no man can 
beare, vnleſſe as a ſpeciall Gift ſome few receiveit 
from Heaven.

on atime another Hermit, but more holy of life ex- 
perimentedina OY 2h bis, who notwithftan- 
ding that hee had brought bim vp eucn from his 
cradle in his —_ ſhut vp from tlie ſight of all 
Women-kinde, andatterwards by chance following 
his Ghoſtly Father toa Towne when he had looked 
on the Sexe of women, and asket kis Father what 
creatures thoſe prettie things were, to whom 
though the 01d man anſwered, that they were a 
kind of Geoflings, yet the yong Religious man could 
not reft fo ſatisfied , but he would needes have one 
of thoſe Goſlings home with bim for his recreation. 
T here is a Record yetto bee ſeene in England of a 
Grapt made by an Abbot of certaine lands , vpon 
conditioathe Tengnt would prouidea pretty yong 
wench once a moneth for my Lord Abbot ad pur- 
gandos rexes,to purge bis reines. Many other exam- 
ples may be produced to proue the impoſlibility of 
fulfilling your wonafticall vewes. Why then doe 
you tollerate with valawfull luſt , wich billing and 

uſing like Owles, while yee may goe neately a- 
bout it without any diſparage, and marrie in the 
open face of the Church. To this Saint Francs an- 
{ſwered, that hee meafured other mens diſpoſitions 
by his owne; and for his poore brother,if be erred, 
he erred not of any maliciousthought, but of pure 
Loae , which is the Soucraigneſt bleſſing required 
inall honeſt men, to root outthe contrarie, which 
Is Haired. Likewiſe, hee ſhewed outof profound 
Schoolemen, that there were ſenen kinds of Kiſſing. 


The firſt a charitable kiſſe, « kiſſe of charitie , wo 
G the 
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the Patriarkes and the Saints in old time vied one 
roanother, as alſo in the Scriptore is implied by 
our Sawioxy : Kiſſe the Sonne leaft he be angry. And 
apaine, Let him kiſſe me with the kiſſes of his month. 
This facred kifle did his louing Brother ſubſtan- 
tially engrauc on the lipsof his ſweet Sifer. And 
becauſe the memorial] of his vertuous Zowe might 
ſticke there, he infuſed ic witha long temporizing 
breath of haltean houre together, as with a deepe 
Seale and CharaRer not to bee forgotten by her, 
which ke being ſo imprinred could nor but argue 
an entire vnion in their Sovles by a pleaſing har- 
monie, anda honeyed participation of excellent 
Charitie. As for DoRtor Wicliffe impeachment, 
hee hoped that an Hereticks ſypetciliouns taxation 
was not of force to condemne an a of Charitie, 
being a maneuer reputed even among his own Set 
roo rigorous & auſtere, whoſe teeth might perhaps 
waterat ſuch a daintie obieR, becauſe hee had not 
met with the like happineſſe himſelfe. And if the 
ſaid Door Wicliffe did miſconſter their true in- 
tent, he retorted that embleme, which the Knights 
of be Noble Order of the Garter, by the Inſticution 
of Edward the third King of England, vſed for many 
yeeres to embellize : Honte ſoit qui mal y penſoir. 
Shame to him that cuill chinketh. The ſecond fore 
of King is called a Complementall Xiſſe, which the 
Engliſh allow by way of Complementand friend- 
ly ceremonie, to ſalute their friends wiues withall, 
or any of the Feminine kind, often-times giuing ir 


with a ſmacketo relliſhthe better, This is aharm- 


lefle 
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lefſe Kiſle, iuſtifiable both at comming and.parting. p 
But more then two X/ſcs at one meeting , a ſeuere 
Lord Preſident of Wales could not endure. 

The third kind of X;/{ing is a natural} token of 
Loue among the married couples, wherof let them 
diſcourſe whom the Church hath ſo conioyned in 
the Honourable ſtate of Matrimonie. 

The fourth degree of X:/ſing is called a Leche- , 
rows kiſſe, vied vnlawfully among them that ſhunne 
the light, orin the Srewes , to deſpite their Angell 
Guardians , and tocall the Sunne as a witneſle of 
their obſtinate ſtanding out againſt their Grear 
Creatovr, | 

The fitt ſort of Kiſſing is termed an vnnaturel 
kiſ/ſcof man with man, a»vimex-kiſſe,luch as lupiter 
vied to Ganymeat bis Cup-bearer , and which Iam 
ſorrie to heareof, ſuch as ſome of our 1:4/ian5 doe 
praRize tothe obloquieof Gur Catholicke Romiſh 
Church. This kind of kiſſing , Pygmalion _ in 
loue with an Image ofhis owne caruing,often vied: 

It ſeem'd a virgin full of lining flame, Maler Sands 

That would haue mou'd, if not with-held by ſhame 77,054 Kete 

So Art it ſclfe conceald. His Art admires. 

From th [mage drawes imaginarit fires, 

CAndofien foeles it with hu hands to try,

Nor could reſolue. Who kiſſing thought it kift,

Thereis a ſixt kind of Xi{{ing called a Indes kifſe, _

rouſly betray his Maſter Chriſt, ſuch a ki{clike- 
wile as /oab yaue to Amaſaattheinſtant , when hee 
killed him, being compared tothe ſalutation of the 
antient 17i/h, who when they purpoſed ro doe an 
ill curne, laughed and ſmiled, thereby ro makethe 
innocent ſtranger ſecure and carelcfle of his ſafetie. 
The ſeventh ſort of Kiſfirg is Niled the kifſe of 
Grace, or Honour, which Potenrtates and great 
Princes haue vſed to conferre on inferiour Perſons 
by reaching their hands or feetro be kiſſed by them 
This laſt of the Foo7 doth properly belong tomy 
Lord the Pepe, to countenance and favour Fmpe= 
roars and Kings, like the Sanne , which lends the 
beautie of his rayes tothe Moore and lefler Starres 


_ though in very deede they are no more worthy 


(being world)y-minded creatures) to kifſe his holy 
and fanctified Foot , then Saint 79hn Baprift to ap- 
proach vnto Chriſt, whole ſhooe latcher hee con- 
feſſed that hee was no way worthy to vndoe. 1 
know Dottor Raynolds in his workes de Romana 1- 
dololatriamillikes this, as a markeof CaAntichri- 
ſtan Pride not accepted by Saint Peter, though a 
meaner man chen an Emperour would haue done 
that vaſlalage vwnto his Holineſſe. But Heretiches 
know not the reaſon of Saint Peters refuſall. Let 
them therefore vnderſtand, that the Triple Crowne 
was not at that time ſettled on Peters head z and 
withall, that Saint Perers deniall, ſaying, My ſelfe

as of a; Comrtly putting by the vrgent preſumption

of fuch an ioferiour Perfon, as Cornelius was. For 
perhaps if the Rowan Emperour bimſelſe would 
hauc ſued forthat Honour with teares and hum. 
licie, he might hauc had the grace to kifſe his F oor. 
W hen a ſubieR ſues to a King for ſome extraordi- 
naric Gift, which he is not willing to beſtow, hee 
will not daunt bim with a rigorous repulſe, but 
anſweres him, that he will conlider of it, Le Roy [c 
aviſera. Of theſe (ixe laſt killes i dare clecre my 
good Franciſcan, He is as harmeleſſeas my felfe ] 
can aſſure your Maieſtie, being of my owne educa» 
tion, and like me in conditions. 

And a very Ideot then replied Apele. But the 
young Fellow lookes as if he had more wit thea 
his Tutour, more Knave then Foole. You haue 
diſcourſed of ſundrie kindes of Kiſſes. Yet for all 
your ſimplicitie you have learnt that magiſteriall

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beſſe would buy ſome of his butter, hee went wich 
his Broker and others to compound for the price 
with her. Couper , the chamber being ſomewhat 
darke; thinking after the manner of Eng/and, that 
the Broker andthe reft that bare him company , & 
he the hindermoft , had ſaluted the Ladie ubbeſſe 
on the mouth, whercas they kiſſed bur her veſture,

Noexcules could ſerve his turne, but 
allche Merchants goods and (hip vader bis charge 
werc confiſcated to the Holy Houſe , together with 
his Perſon, where after much increatic hee got the 
fauour at laſt, only with the forfeir of the hip and 
goods, to doe a yeeres penance there in the Inqui- 
{ition houſe with wearing a [ackanapes Coat of ma 
ny colours , which they call Saint Beners hood or 
Sanbenita,cucry Holy-day during the time of Maſle 
for one whole yeare. [ like very well of your diſtin- 
Aion of ki//es.Totheſe you might likewiſeadioyne 
the Fatal! or Pocky kiſſe, which ſome Gallants vieto 
infuſe with their contagious breath, as a figneof 
their ſeruice to their Ms/#re/ſes, in imitation of thar 
Eaſt-Indian King, whoſe breath being tainted with 
the often vic of poylons, never kifled any of bis 
Concubines, but they dyed within foure and ewen- 
tie houres aſter his kiffing. But your approbation 
of kifling the Popes foot, as if he were na merrtall 
man, ſubje4to Peters infirmities, but an Angelical 
> _ Create, 
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Creature, I veterly abhorre with that Noble Eng. 
liſh Gentleman, who bearing Cher les the fift compe- 
#ic, a$0ncof his necreſt rendantsto kifſe his Ho- 
line(ſc Foot , alloone as hee ſaw the Zmperonr fall 
downe 0n his maribones, andto kifle that contem- 
tible place , heranne out with great ſpeed , which 
the Emperonr much wondred at. After theſe Cere- 
monies were ended, hee called for the Gentleman, 
and askt him why hee forſooke him fo rudely, and 
ſtaid not for the happineſle to kiſſe his Holineſe 
Foot? To whom he anſwered, that when hee ſaw 
ſogreata Princeſtoope to receiue a kife at that vn- 
worchy place, he verily thought, that in regard hee 
was bur a priuate perſon , the Pope would not haue 
done him that Imperiall grace, but that hee would 
have turned his back-ſide vnto him to bee kiſt.

This Queene pathing on a 
time from her Jodging towards the Kings (ide, ſaw 
ina gallerie A{en Chartiera famous Scholler , lea- 
ning ona tables end faſt aſleepe, which this Priw- 
ceſſe elpying, ſhee ſtooped downe to kille bim , vt- 
tering theſe words in all their hearing : Wee may 
not of Prixcely courtelie paſſe by and not honour 
with our kifſe the mouth from whence ſo many 
golden Poems have ifſued. All theſe examples can- 
not excuſe your Pupils long breathd kifſe. For if 
Cats the Cenſour banilhed « Senatonr of Rome for 
kiſhng his owne wife in preſence of his daughter, 
how much more to blame is aRe/i27owe man,which 
vowes Chaſtitie , and vnder colour of auricular 
confefion layes an ambulh for his Pacient ?

Apollo much incenſed at this ſhameleſſe Apo- 
logie found great fault with the Priwceſſe Thalia, 
for not teaching more Ciuilitie co her Maid.Thalia 
roucht tothe quicke, fearing leaſt this frowning of 
the Emperour might eclipſe the honour of her 2 4- 
lace,and canſe contempt to her Followers, whereby 
Beare-bayting, hawking,and hunting might per- 
hapsgrow in more requeſt then Srage-playes, and 
lazineſſe, which ſhee patronized ; and notont of 
hope yer to falue her reputation, ſhe begged leaue 
of Apolloto ſpeake for her ſelfe; which being gran- 
red vnto her, (hee thus began: Itis no maruel}, Rc 
nowmed Soureraigne,if worzen,whoſe ſexe is accoun- 
ted the weaker veſlell, not enabled with the No- 
ble courage of a man hath obtayned the prerog3- 
tive and toleration at the Huſbands hand to ſpeake 
what they liſt, yea, and otherwhiles for matters of 
| profit to ſcold and play the Shrewes, ſo that they 
| fooled them not afterwards by Satyres Garlands, 
, by Antique Dances, or by grafting 4705 badge 

| on their manly forcheads.For indeed all our power 
lies in our Tongees. Giue mee leaue, then Noble 
Prince, while others fawneand wag their tailes, to 

wag this little member of mine in my quo <= 
| ; ence. 


fence. Have I louriſhed and lined vncontrouled 
for many bundred yeeres, even before Planta, Te. 
rence, Roſcius, and Martiall publiſhed their workes, 
inſpiring 2 oe1:cal wits to vent moſt rare conceits, 
and am Inow queſtioned after ſo many ages for 
my Gentlewomens gameſome behauiour?Vhere- 
fore haue not | beene traduced in former times for 
the like petulance. It ir beea fault to kiſle, itisa 

reater fault todoe worſe. If your CI aicitic had 
an Opticke Glaſfle to ſee into all the Ladies and 
Gentlewomens hearts attending on this verinous 
Court , the. very paleſt of them would quickly 
change their hew into a Scarlet die.

ſaperfluous and depraued humours , who were fo 
full of the Greene Sicknes,that he feared an incurable 
Melancholie or Lunacie, as bad as Sanls might pol- 
ſeſſe them , if hee had not taken ſome paines in his 
owne proper perſon to belpe their indiſpoſitions, 
or acting at hit times theſe deedes of Charitie in 
meere pittie and commileration. 

Apollo hauing heard the Accuſation, and the 
weake defenſe of Frier Foſter, toletthe wauering- 
minded Chriſtians of his Court vnderſtand the true 
vie of Anricular Confeſſion dilcourled,as followeth 
| There is no Diſciplinenor Tradition invented 

by man, but may bee corrupted for ſome ſiniſter 
reſpe& or other,to the end that the Z/e# of God may 
know, bow all things deuiſed by worldlings, ſhall 
periſh with the world , and thatno Law nor Cu- 
ſtome; though fora time it ſceme neuer ſo vicfull 
can long ſtand, exceptit bee firmely grounded on 
the Scripture. Witneſlethis Traditionof the Con- 
feſſion in the Eare , an excellent Policie of the 
Church to force obedience vnto the Clergie, and to 
worke regeneration in the milde ſpirited. But be- 
cauſe it was not ſoundly grounded on the Word 6 
God, it growes contemptible, and worthy to bee 
ſuppreſſed forthe monſtrous abuſes which we find 
in theſe times to flow by the indire& vſe thereef. 

In the Apo/lestime it was no other then an hum- 
ble acknowledging of one Neighbours Infirmitie 
to the other, and anasking of forgiuenefle recipro- 
cally at their hands, whom they had offended , in

might worke the fruits of repentance inthe Offen- 
dors heart; Privately, as Saint 14mes aduiled by 
way of Charitie,to ſuccor one anothers conlcience, 
Afterwards Confeſ/:on became farre more priuat, 
and their mindes being puft vp wich Pride,or alha- 
med to let many know their diſhmulations , they 
repayred to ſome one of the E/ders of the Church, 
as Patients to a Phyſician to bee cured, or to receiue 
Counſezell for their Soules health. Arlaſt, the C/er. 
eienoting the (1mplicitic of the vnlettered people 
inthoſe dayes, they got them in licu of Penance to 
diſburſe pence & pounds, ſometimes to the Poore, 
ſometimes to build Churches, Chappels, Monaſte- 
ries, and to offer preſents to the honour of their Pa- 
riſh Saints,as the Heathenin thoſe dayes didto their 
14ols. Allthis while there was no great fault, ſa- 
ving that they began to make it ſomewhat merito- 
rious. But whenthe Popes had forbidden Marr1- 
4ges, &in time bad barred the Clergre of their Con- 
cubines, which was for a long time diſpenſed with, 
then this laudable Order of Confeſſion began to be

Homas Becket of Canterburie , that oppoſed 
himſclfe (o S_—_ againſt his anointed King 
heerein Englend, about ſome livings which be pre- 
tended to belong to the Seaof bis Arcbbiſhoprick 
appealing tothe Pope from his Countryes Cenſure, 
exhibited an Information before Apollo, againſthis 
antient Friend Walrer de Mapes Arch-deacon of 0 x- 
ord, for withſtanding the Popes Legat,that came to 
London with a ſtrit Decree to command all the 
Clergie men in England to put away their wiues. 
IWalter de Mapes was ſent for,at whole comming Th. 
Bicket having licenſe to make good his Informa- 
tion, ſpake as followeth : Moff-Puiſſant Emperour, 
Our Holy Father the Pope , the viſible Head of the 
Roman Church,Saint Peters famous Succeſſor, whe- 
ther by Reuclation from Heauen, or by the Spirit 
of Saint Perey , points not to bee queltioned by 
Earthly men, or elſe by the motion of his owne 
Tranſcendent and neuer erring Braine wee know 
not,nor matrers it much to ſpeake off(for /p/e dixit

For if a man 

knowes not how to rule his owne houſe, how ſhall hee 

care for the Charchof God, Thus in admoniſhing 

the C/erzic to latisfierhemfelues with one wife, the 
Apoitle leaues the Temporall to their choſe, who 
accounted it in thoſe times one of their chicfe fe. 
liciries to haue many children. And thereforc in re- 
gard of their Cuſtome, of their hot Climate, being

Councell kept at Trulla did 1s Cax.:1 
much ceteſt this ; Antichriitien Policie apainſt 
Prieſts Marriage; and therefore made this Conflr. 
fuli0N. 
Feraſmuch as we are informed, that a Canon hath 
beene lately enalted by the Romane Charch, that no 
Pricit or Deacon ſhall haue to doewithaWife: Wee 


following the Apoitles Orders and Diſcipline doe order 


that the lawfull Marriage of Prieſts be for ener vſcſull 
and auaileable. Anda lntle after they yeeld the rea- 
ſon why they did it : /e#, ſay they, we bee compelled 
to diſhonour Marriage, which was firſt initituted by 
God, and ſantlified by bu preſence. 

What greater euidence will my friend Becket ex- 
pe then theſe Primitive Lights.

that the Popes notfatished by their cunning practi« 
ſcs and treaſons to deicat them of the Primacic be. 
longing to Conſtantinople, as tothe Head Citric of 
New Rome , but likewiſe they ſet vp Charles of 
France, about the yeere 8or. to invelt himſcifein 
the Empire of 1helVezt, and loby their Confedera- 
cie to compel all Chriltendome co wander a'ter the 
ſtrange Bealt of the ſeven hilled Citie , which now 
grew to ſucha height,that his voice Rood peremp- 
cory asa Law, & 146/atryhe accounted the Mother 
of Deuotion.

Bar af- 
terwards wiſhed him to permic them in Churches, 
ro the intent that the vnlettered might bee edified 
by their view on the wals , ſeeing they could not 
reade them in Bookes. Yet with a proviſo, that 
thoſe ignorant people ſhould bee admoniſhed not 
ro vas them. The like aduice doe wee giue to 
our vnlearned people, that they adore not Idols, 
but onely that they innocate and honour the Sajnrs 
which thoſe Idols doerepreſent. We worſhip not 
the Images of Cbrif or of the Yirgin Mary be- 
cauſe it is Idolatry ſo to doe. But we worſhip (hr: 
and his Mother before their Images , becauſe their 
Images doe allure vsto loue them. For mine owne 
part, I confeſle it weregood to aboliſh them , but 
we are conſtrained to tolerate them, to the end the 
{imple fort of people might be won by the ſight of 
them to giue the more reverence to holy myſteries. 

Apollo having heard this glozing Apologie an- 
ſwered : By your ſubtil! ſpeech you would make 
the Learned belicue, that you worſhip not theſe 
Images at all, but onely that you offer your ſervice 
vnto them, like a Courtier.

M _Ariine Luther a famous Dinine of Ger many, 
whom ſome of his Countrymen call the ſe- 
cond Eliss, for his bold and conſtant afſcueration 
of the Truth againſt the 44s of his time, came 
ia great pompeto Hwa on Tucſday in the Ea- 
ſter weeke laſt, 1626. aflociared with Ersſmus, Me- 
laniton, Bucer, and many other valiant Champions 
of the Proteflant Religion. And having lighted off 
their Pegsſean horſes, they centred into the Parks- 
ment houſe, where they atrended vatill 4podo, the 
Lady Pallas,the Muſes the Graces, and other Prince- 
ly Courtiers of his Aaiefties traine , were leated in 
their claſhcke ranks. Aſſoone as they ſaw the Ce- 
remonies ended, Martin Luther made this Oration 
Moſt noble Emperonr, It is now aboue an bundred 
yeares ſince I firft preached againſt the inualiditie 
of Popiſh Pardons grounded on thoſe dreames of 
Pargatorie (forthe life of theſe Pardons is deriued 
from this Acheron) and as farre as I ſee, notwith- 
ſtanding all my vigilant cares and toileſome labors, 
eatters are like to iſſue to their firſt elements and 

M | former 
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former confuſed Chass, except ſome courſe bee ſo. 
dainly taken to baniſh theſe Indulgences and do- 
ting Pardons into the abiſme cf Lerbe, never more 
to be remembred. VVhat a {hamefull chiog is it for 
the Pope to vſurpe a higher prerogative then our 
Saviour himſelfe euer afthrmed that bis A/mizhiie 
Father left vnto him? Hee knew not the Day of 
Doome , nor did hee ſecke to know more then be- 
came the Sonneof Man to know. And yet the Pope 
in worldly craft to bring more ſacks to his mill,and 
2 concourſe of trading to his Babi/o», bath granted 
2 Pardon of 6c00.yearestocome, vntoall ſuch as 
ſhall reſort to the Church of Saint 1o-n de Late- 
ranein Reme, andalſoan abſolute Pardon of eighe 
and twentie thouſand yeares, with plenary remiſh- 
on of their Sinnes, toas many people as thall re- 
yrethither vpon the Feaſt day of Saint 704» the 
Ecungelid : whenas the E/e? of God doe ſurely be- 
liee that this world cannot laſt ſo long, but that 
the Sunne of Righteouſneſle ſhall ſhine before thar 
rime, and deſcend from the Heavens to iudge all 
che Sonnes of Adam. Many of my poore Coun- 
trymen of late (ince the Conqueſt of the Palatinate 
haue beene forced to [hift therr Religion, and to ac- 
cept of theſe idle Pardons againſt their conſciences. 
Our humble motions now are to your Imperial 
Highneſſe, that you will curb this Maw of Sane in 
making fruſtrate histricks of Legerdemaine, Ler 
Purgatorie fables bee taken away, theſe Indulgen- 
ces and Pardons will ceaſe. And if they ceaſe, the 
Revenves which ſupport his Pride will become a- 
bated. 
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abated. Butas long as this Gulph doth lie open, 
the Chriſtian World ſhall never enioy peace inbo- 
dic or mind. 

Apollo atthele ſpeeches of Luther ſeemed much 
to bewaile the condition of the times. And to fir- 
ret out the betterthe Origioall of Pargatery , and 
of the Popiſh Pardons he asked Peter Lambard Ma- 
ſter of the Sentences, who flouriſhed about five 
hundred yeeres agoe, whether in his time the world 
did belieue, there was any ſuch place as Purgatory. 
Peter Lumbard anlwered, that there was not the 
leaſt thought of ſuch a place in his time. Nor doe 


the Greekes to this houre (ſaid hee) credit any ſuch | 


matter. And (hall I ſleepe ftill, replied .1podo, 
while this Enchanter beguiles with his falſe lure the 


ares of {imple Soules? The Poets bad their El/i/ram 


fields, as this Fe//ow his Fable of Purgatory. T tiey 
deviſed theirs of pleaſure. Burt He inuented his of 
baſe coma toraketo his Trealury what 0- 
thers got with infinite troubles. Hence arole that 
Proucrbe, that the Pope can neuer want money, as 
long as he hath a hand to hold a pen. While euetie 
Chimney in England puid the taxation called Pe- 
ter-pence, they wanted not ſanRified wares, like 
amulets and charmed ſcrowles , to defend thcir 
ſoules from Be/ſebab Princes of Deuils, They wan- 
t:d no Pardons to ranſome them from the iawesof 
Cerberus. But it they {lighted them, as ſcar-crowes, 
ne peny no Pater noſter, Fke or ſwimme, they were 
abandoned andleft to the fatal Ferriman.

N® ſooner had Apollo refelied the vie of Po- 
piſh Pardons invented of purpoſe to make good 
the old ſaying, that Purgatory iu 4 very pick-parſes, 
but Gratian the Canoniſi frameda lupplicatio againlt 
the Waldenſes and Albigienſes, wherein he ſhewed, 
that whereas /enorance was the Motber of Deuo- 
tion, and thereupon the Church of Rome to retaine 
true hearted fimplicitie in the bowels of her chil- 
dren, had like a politicke Mother, forbidden the 
reading of the. Scriprare in their Countries lan- 
guage, to the intent that green-beadcd people, ſow- 
gelders, and baſe Mechanickes thovld not diſpute 
of divine Myſteries, which ſurpaſled their vulgar 
capacities: yet thoſe rude mountanilts, cHontane 
bellae preſumed to vnlocke the cabinet of the 5#- 
ble, andto reade Gods Seruice in their barbarous 
Tongue.

when they were to forſake the pomps and vanities 
of this ſeducing world, and ſpecially , when chat 
counſell of aur Sav:our came to be put incxecution 
' Sell all that whichthos baſt and come and follow mee. 
No wonder then, thatthe Pope and his Cerdimets 
delighting in temporall glorie, cannot abideto try

Not without a profound myſterie did Saint /obwin 
the Reuclation compare the Rowrſhb Curch to Spi- 
rituall «4:2ypt. For cuen as the Children of Iſrael 
were for many yeares kept in Bondage vnder the 
yoke of Pharass : lo the Soules of Chriftians in the 
times of the generall Apoſtalie and departure from 
the true Faith were miſerably ſubicRted vnder the 
Popes Tyrannicall Command: infomuch that they 
were prohibited to haue Servicein any other lan- 
guage faue inthe Komenc, whole chicte Citie the 
Tyrant bimſelfe viurped , and in ſubtile policie 
would admit of no other Tongue then of his own 
Lative , which ſome hold to comprehend the my- 
ſticall name of the Beaſt, who poſſeſſerhthar ſeven 
hilled Citie, We doetherefore ordaine, that it ſhall 
bee lawfull for cuer hereafter cocuery Kingdome 
and Province to celebrate Diuine Seruice, and to 
read the Scripture in the Mother tongue, following 
theexamples of the Primitive Church. Andenen 
as the Grecke Church, the Georgiars in Armenia, 
the 1bifines in «Ethiopia vnder Precious Toby, aud 
ather Chriſtians inthe Eaft, haue fromthe firſt time 
at their Conuerſions vied their Golly facrifices, 
prayers, and thankſgiuing, eucry Nation in their 
owne language: ſo now wee doc hereallow,ratifie, 
»nd decree, that the Waldenſes and Albigienſes ſhall 
honour and glorific their Creator in 7 witie and Tri- 
»jtie after the ſame mannerin their owne knowne 
Tongue, as they hauc accuſtomed forthelſe fiuc 
hundred - 
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hundred yeres laſt paſt. And if any perſon be (o har- 
die as to bring ina Bull of Excommunication from 
the Pope again(t them for ſo doing, we doe by theſe 
Preſents pronounce the ſame to bee void, ſiultrare, 
and of no effe&t; and that the Publithers af that 
thundring Libcll, bee eſe Mareſſaths res, guiltic 
for wounding our Royall Maieſlie , and to ſuſtu 
the Poniſhment due for Cayitall Treaſon.

Lords death. 


VV 7477 vnderſtanding that his old Maſter 
Berenearins had for feare of Death recan- 


ted his notable Demonſtration of the vſe of the 
Lords Supper , which in his flouriſhing yeares hee 
had maintayned againſt the Pope and all the Romiſb 
Clergie , cauſed himto bee citedinto his Maieſtzes 
Conrt at Parnaſſis to (hew the reaſons of his Re- 
cantation , and whether hee did the ſame in good 
earneſt, or elſe out of the frailtie ohfleth and bloud. 
Berengarias appeared , and being asked of Apods, 
wherefore hee made that atreftation contrary to 
his Conſcience? Berengarivs trembling with teares 


confeſſed, that the Pope extorted that Recantation

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from him with menaces and threats; but that like 
to Hippolitusin Enripides hee kept amind vnſworne * 
and that hee ſtill perſeuered in the truth of the Do- 
Arine which be formerly had caught, that the Body 
and blond of Chrift ought ro be taken /birirually and 
not really. 4polo obſeruing his contrition and in- 
ward ſorrow, freely forgaue him vpon condition, 
that hee would yeeld found proofes out of the 
Scriptures,and the ancient Fathers of the Primitine 
Church to conuince the Papiſ?s, wherby they might 
be thenceforth coungtied,and fully ſatisfied touch» 
ing that macteriall point of Fairh. Berengarins glad 
of his CMaieſties pardon, promiſed to declare his 
full knowledge, andout of hand drew our of his 
pocket this ſchedule, which Apo4/ preſently cauſed 
Saint Bernard to read before all his learned Cour- 
tiers. Saint Bernard obeyed his Soxeraiznes com- 
mand, and publikely read the Contents,as follow: 
Even as by the Law of Moſesthere weretwo Sacra- 
ments ordayned to bee kept vntill the comming of 
Chriſt :hat great Prophet, whom God promiſed i® 
raiſe vp like unts Moſes , viz. Circumciſion and the 
Paſſeower, orthe ſacrifice of the Lamb at Eaſter, the 
one ſeruing to bridle their carnall affetions, the 
other to preligure the eternall Zamb, which was to 
be crucified: ſo in the New Teſtament two Sacra- 
ments were inſtituted to Chriitians in their Read. 
Baptiſmeand the Lords Supper , the one ſupplying 
the vic of Circamciſion, the other of the Lambat 
Eaſter , both/to teſtifie our admittance and incor- 
poration intothe Chriſtian Charch, as oucward vi- 

ible. 


Gble markes, ſignes, or badges of our Faith onely 
in Chriff, To thele the Pope added fine Sacraments 
more in worldly policieto gaine money,Confirme 
tion, Penance, Orders, Extreme wniiion, and Mar- 
riage, which laſt his Holineſſe debarres his Clergie 
of, becauſe Gods Eledt? might loſpeR the reſt as hu- 
mane Traditions. Theſe five ſometimes may bee 
necefdarie , as other Diniwevertues, Loue, Humi- 
litie, Sobrietie, and ſuch like , but not properly to 
be called Sacraments. Which Saint Augu/{rne very 
lainely afhrmerh in theſe words: Chriſt aud bu 
Diſciples delivered vnto vs 6 few Sacraments inſtead 4u2n?. !il.3.de 
of many , Baptiſme andthe Lords Supper. Neither _ Chrift- 
was the Pope content onely ſo to adde more yokes * 
of bondage to the free Church of Chriſt , but like- 
wiſe for bis further condemnation hce peruerted 
with thoſe old Heretickes the Capermaires, the true 
ſenſe of thole words, 7 hs « my Body, laying , they 
mult be taken literally, and really , which a ſober

Latheranes, that ſhee might have ſome Soueraign- 
tie ouer thoſe Connryes , which lay remote from 
his Maiefties Court at Parnaſſuv. Apollo not accu- 
ftamed togrant any Charters, Monopolies, nor o- 
ther appendants to the ſtate of his Empire , which 
might preiudice either the Reuenues of bis Crown, 
or the weale ofhis Subies, without the adviſe of 
his Parliament , willed ber to her Suit on 
che ſixreenth day of lune nexr after x626.at the firſt 
Seſſions of the Parliament to be beld at Parneſſwc. 
The & emiſh Church failed not to motion vpon the 
ſaid day, and ſignified, that whereas ſhe bad lined 
in infinite glorie and pompe for the ſpace of eighe 
bundred ones. and that m_ = her old Ape like 
ro the decrepit Lyon in «£/ops Fables, euery beaſt 
had a fling at ber,euen the verieft Aﬀe and coward- 
ly Hare began to contemne her commands, to vi- 
hfe her Iuriſdiation, and co clteeme no otherwiſe 
of her rhunaring Buls, then it they were the windie 
brauadoes of 2 Braggadochian, or the bellowings 
of the Buls of Baſav. The conſideration whercof 
did now prick her to intreat a Booneat his Maie- 
ſties hands, that it might be lawfull for her toexaR 
the fame obedience of the Chriſtians in Ethiopia, 
vnder Precious lobss —_ which ſometimes (ſhe 
hadextorted from the Chriſtians of Great Brittaine, 
Cermante, and other Prouinces in Earope; whereby 
ſhe mighe live in fome reputationas yet in her anci- 


ent yeares. 
The Parriarke of Alexandris netled with this 


requeſt, and feating leſt by the ſuffrages of thoſe

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louke-warme Eccleſiafticks, which likeJacks on both 
ſides, ftood as it were betwixe Heauen and Hell, 
this Imperious Lady might preuayle and depriue 
him of the Primacie which he and his Predeceſlors 
had ſucceſhvely enioyed from the Apoſtles time, 
oppoſed her with this Oration: Was it not enough 
for you, O ambitions Dame, totyrannizein your 
youth,to proſtitute your body for gaine to all com- 


- mers, but now you muſt bee like another Rowane 


Flora, after your abominable whoredomes adored 
for a Goddeſſe? and triumph ouer thoſe innocents, 
which the ſcorching Sunne hath divided by the 
eAiquinodtial line from the Meridian of Rome? what 
intereſt ? what colour of Title can you preſcribeto 
hauein thoſe places where your Conſtantine , your 
Phocas, and your (harles of France neuer trod, nor 
euer any of the Roman Legions? T heſe People were 
firſt converted tothe Chriztian Faith by the Eanuch 
inthe Atts of the .Apeſiles, Seruant to the Queene 
Candace,not without a lingular myſterie,that there 
ſhee mighr ſotourne during the time of the Great 
Apoſtaſie , when Faith was departed according to 
Sains Pauls propheſie , and the Bible repreſented by 
the 1wo lWiineſſes inthe Renelation of Saint 1obn did 
lye worme-eaten in the Sodomites Librarics. Saint 
Matthew confirmed them afterwards in the Truth; 
And from his time vaocill this preſent, we the Patri- 
arkes of Alexandria haue had the Prerogatine to in- 
ſtall their Biſhops , to inſtitute their Prieſts, and to 
order their controuerſies. Nor did you, proud Le 


_ & heareof che manner of cheir Liturgic and Ec- 


cleſt- 
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cleſiaſticall policie , bue within theſe ſenenſcore 
| yeares. It is true you ſent your flying Spirits thi- 

ther of late ſundrie times to peruert them and to 
kindle a combuſtion in their Zeligjom , bur allin 
vaine, for they ſmelc out your drift , and baniſhed 
your /eſuites to requite ſome part of your hoſpita- 
litieto ſtrangers, in that for the ſpace of a whole 
yeere and better you reſtrayned their Emba//adour 
at Li:boxe from entring into your Hypocriticall * 
Church. And as he wrot to Damianss a Goes, ſuch 
was your inſolencie, that by no meanes you would 
admitthem to communicate nor keepe companie 
with you, asif they werethe arranteſt Heretickes 
of the world. The Romiſh Church much agricued 
that the Pairiarke of Alexandria bad preuencced her 
ina Suit, which (hee had cunningly canuaſed , and 
almoſt brought to perfeion, pleaded, that all rhe 
world ought to be vnder her Government. Forour 
Saviour Chriſt after his Paſhon ſaid , that «f/ Power 
W4i ginen vnts bimin Heauen and Earth. Andrthis 
Power with ihe keyes did Hee before his Aſcenſion 
into Heauen commit vnto Peter. Which Soue- 
raigne Authoritie after Peters death, reſted, like the 
Spirit of Elias on Eliza the Prophet,upon the Suc- .

I would, that both of vs were able to follow his 
godly ſteps, and to labour vpand downethe world 
1n conuerting of Idolaters, and to preach not 

but Chri/t crucified, without collaterall Mediators 
and worldly reſpeRs of Dignities, Pompes, orin 
hunting for Superioritie , Gaine and fat Benefices. 
Saint Peter had no Gold nor Siluer 19 gine, as him- 
ſlfe told che Creeple in S«/#mvons Porch. Hee: wore 
no Triple Crowne, bat reioyced in the Crofle, in 
his Mefters 1hernie Crowne , the Crowne of Mar- 
tyrdome. 
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tyrdome. Hee woreno filuer Crucifixe, butinhis © 

heart hce bore the contemplation of the bloudie 

Croſſe, which day and night bee earneſtly beheld. 
He taught his converted Flock ## bee ſubset? ware 
Kings. T he Pope exalts himſelfe above all Xiwgs, r-Pct.cap.a, 

aboue the Generall Conncels. Saine Peter would 

not ſuffer Cormelius to kneele vnto bim. The Pope 

expeeth that even the mightieſt Monarchs ſhould 

kiſſe his Feet. Er mwibi of Perre. Saint Peter willingly 

endured reproofe at the hands of Pas/. But who 

dares rebuke the Pope and tell bim of his faults? Galarcep.s. ( 
Saint Peter acknowledged the reſt of the 4po#les 
for his Brethren and Fellowes. The Pope allowes 
of no Patriarch, nor Biſhopro be his equall, nor of 
any Clergie man to be made but byhis Authoritie. 
Saint Petey and Saint Paul preached that Chriſt 
was the Head of the Churchb,as the Huſband ofthe 
Wife, and for that end hee ſent the Holy Ghoſt as his 
Vicar generall todireQ the Soules of the EleRin 
fpirituall myfteries doring bis refidence in Heaven, 
without apointing any Earthly Poteneateor viſible 
Head to execute that high Office, and left their bo- 
diesto the Gods of rhe Earth, to beetried, as Gold 
inthe fornace. Itis the Sou/e, the nobleſt part of 
man , which bee takes moſt careof. Why ſhonld 
Heathen ordaine a viſible Head, an ambitious Po 
to.domineere, nay to tyrannize ouer that 1wuiſib/e 
Part} What neede any other Headas miniſterial 
ouer our Conſciences ? He that ouerlookr the ſeven 
Golden Candleftiches,that is, the ſenen Charches in the 


Rewelation,and farther promiſed the preſence of dis ' 
O73 God» 
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doubt, but hee will ſupply the place of a þiriraall 


Head, and infuſe both fpirituall nonriſhment into 
our Soules, as alſo afford food and neceflaries to 
our bodics , though not according tothe vaine de- 
fires of ficth and bloud, which gape after ſuperfli- 
tics, yet enough to content nature. O miſerable 
fiate of Rowe ! In what danger Iyes thy Soule ? 
Saint Bernard long agoe reprehended this aſpiring 
humour of the Romrſh Clergte. And yet ſuch is the 
force of tempting Gaine, do/oi nummi;, that if Ao- 
ſes himſelfe and the Prophets aroſe from the dead, 
they would not heare them as long as they ſpake 
againſt cheir worldly profit. Hr firſt you beganne 
ſaith he, is v/ape as Lords over the Clergie,comrary 
to Saint Peters admonition, and within awhile after a= 
gainſt Saint Pauls counſell, who was Peters fellow A- 
poſile, yee got the rule ouer the Fatthof men. Nor yet 
doe yee flay heere, bat yee hane gone further and ob145- 
ned a peremptorie dominion over Religionit ſelfe. What 
remaines now, but that yee climbe on high to bring in- 
$0 ſubiettionthe very Angels of Heenen ? 

Apollo very well approved the Catrierkes re- 
proofe of the Romiſh Charch , and fell into ſuch de- 
teſtation of her intolerable ambition, that he made 
this ſpeech againſt her: Threethings have wroughe 
this abſurditicin the Religion of the Fefterne Chri- 


/[{1ans, the one hapned by the Opinion of the _ 


extraordinarie Power imprinted in mens minds by 
their Ghoſtly Fathers , that bis Holineſſe, as Saint 
Peters Succeſlour cannot erre in matters of Fairh. 


Thelſecond, and moſt craftie, thatall men whaclo- 
cuer 


T he Golden Fleece. ro 
ever , who belecue not in the Catholick Church, 
which you muſt perſwade your ſelfe to bee onely 
the Romiſh,are vadoubredly in the ſtate of Damna- 
tion. The third are the lyes of Porgatorie, the 
which being at his diſpoſe as Iudge & Iayler, made 
eyery man, ſpecially the melancholick,torake heed 
of angring him orany of his tribe, as on the contra» 
rieto appeaſe his humour with Gifts and the buy- 
ing of bis idle Pardons. But now,my Becloned of Par 
xaſſas , the vaile is taken from his painted face, and 
you ſhall ſee and read in his eyes the afteRions of 
his tieart. And leaſt ſome of you bee not fo quicke 
ſighted as others , I will briefely runne ouer the 
two firſt cauſes of his Greatneſle. 

After our Sa#1ours death for the ſpace welnigh of 
three hundred yeeres,the Chriſtian Religion was lo 
perſecuted by the Romane Emperours, (pecially, at 
Rome it ſelfe, and in the neereſt places adioyning 
vnto Rome , that no Eccletiaſticall Policie could 
ftand on fogte, nor ere publicke Churches, and 
conſequently no Mitred Biſhops, to ſolemnize or 
order the aftaires of that ſpiritual Common- wealth 
inany complete forme, no more then at this day 
welecin Frence, atew places onely by their Ciuill 
Warres tolerated: Specially in Pars the chiefe Ci- 
tiegthey of the Reformed Religion cannot have any, 
but by permiſhon about two leagues from the Ci- 
tie they areallowed their Divine Seruice. The like, 
though not ſo openly,thoſe ancient Chriſtians were 
tolerated to enioy privately in their Houſes, as in 
bugger-mugger at Rowe,the Capitall Seate of that 
Empire. ln procelle of time Confaptine the Great 
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artained co the Empire, who for ſome cauſes , and 

rincipally becauſe be would bee a neerer Neigh- 
$ina to the Northerne Nations, and alſo co the 
Perſians,who infeſted his State with ſundry inrodes 
and hoſtile inuaſions, be was conftrained to remoue 
the Imperiall Seate to ConFertivople, leauing the 
Biſhop þ Rome lome power at o/d Rome,whereby in 
his abſence hee might, asa Reverend Prelate wich 
hisgraue and Chriſtianly exhoccations retaine the 


Citizens in their Alleageance. In this fort theſe 


ood Biſhops continued loyall to their Prince and 

ubic&ro their Command and to their Succeſſours 
in the Empire, vntillche yeere of our Lord , 606. a- 
bout which time after a great contention for the 
Primacie betwixt them and the Patriarch of Con- 
ftantinople, which then was called New Rome , Pho. 
£4: by the murther of his Lord and Maſter Mewrice 
the Emperowr,hauing gottenthe Soueraigntie made 
Boniface the Third Supreme Biſhop aboue all other 
Biſhops,and to that end ſent forth a Decree,chat af 
the Churches in hu Empire ſhould obey him «; their 
Soweraigne Biſhop,which luriſdition he beld onely 
in Spiricull matters. After this the Emperour Iuſtine 
Inſt inians Sowne raigned; who ſent Longinus as his 
Deputy into /taly,to ſettle the confuſed Rate there- 
of after the expulfion of the Gorhes , who altered 
the forme of Gouernment in Rome , and abro 
the Senare and Conſslary Dignities , which till char 


_time continued and carried with it a glimpſe of the 


ancient Maicitie of the Romane State,and in feed of 
them appoiated one Principall Gonernour, whom 
| p he 
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he called an Exarchor Viceroy. T his innouation 
miniſtred an occalion to the Lamberds toenter into 
ltalie, And then the Citie of Rome fele new trou- 
bles. Bur at laft, Theodoricw King of the Gorhs 
by the Popes Counſlell remoued from Rome, and c- 
reed Rawenns to be the Head Citie of his King- 
dome,and there kceping bis Royal Conrigaue room 
co the Popesto flouriſh in Rowe. Sometimes they 
tooke part with the Emperonr , ſome other times 
with the Lumbards, accommodating their fortunes 
warily to the (trongeſt parties liking. T hus they 
continued vantill the Emperour Heraclius his time, 
who being oppreſſed by the Perſians, Saracens, and 
CArabians vader Mahomet, was lo farre from loo- 
king into the affaires of 7/4/y, and into the Popes al- 
picing defignes, that he found much adoe to defend 
his neerer territories from thoſe bloudy Enemies 
and Infidels. The Popes watchfull to take aduan- 
rape partly by their Religious carriage among the 
common people,and partly by Rewards gotthem- 
ſeluesto be equallin Power with the K/#gs of the 
Lambards. Andthen Pope Gregorie finding bim- 
ſelfe reaſonable trong, aſſaulted Ranennethe chicfe 
Citie of 1:«lie and rooke it. But being preſently 
expulſed ont of ir by C4ſtalfus King of the Lum- 
bards, bee was reſcized thereof againe by ſuccours 
ſent vnto him from Pipin King of France. Aﬀter 4- 
{iulfizs death the Pope falling at ods with Deſraer ins 
the ſonneof Lſialfus, hee ſent for aide to Charles 
the Great King Pipins Sonne, who in proper perſon 


came into 1:4/ze, tooke Deſederizs Priſoner , aug- 
: P mented 
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mented the Popes Dominion , and at bis motion 
crowned himſelfe Emperour of the Weſt at Rome. Ar 
which time he apaine to requite his good will ena» 
cd, that from thenceforth the Brſhop of Rome as 
Chriſts Vicar ſhould nener more bee ſabiect to any 
Farihiy Potentate. And whereas before that time 
they wee themſelugs confiimed Biſhops by the 


' Emperor at Conſlantinople, now by this new Em- 


rcrour of the Weſt, they began to be of themſelues, 
and by their wits got the Empersnys to be inveſted 
at their hands. This Pope was Leo the third. And 
this notable Accidentand alteration fell our abour 
$1. yeares aſter Chri/*, Aﬀter Leo his deceale, Pope 
Paſchale after the example of his Predeceſſour Les; 
who had wreſted the nomination of the Pope from 
the people of Rome, and alſo the confirmation from 
the Zmperour at Conflantinople, cauled thole Prieſts 
of the Ci17e, who hadeleted him as the next neigh» 
bours to be enobled with a glorious Title,and to be 
called Cardinalls. Thus in lefle then two bundred 
yeares after their Supremacie, obtayned from Pho. 
ca4 in {pirituall matrers, the Popes aſpired toa Su- 
premacie in temporall affaires, not ſo much for 
rheir hypocriticall holtneſle, as indeed for the Dig- 
nicic and repute of the Place an4 Seat, their Cetre of 


| Remze having becne the Lady of theworld, andthe 


eyes of all men being ttxt onthac Place, brought 
at length moſt Princes of Chriftexdame,as:Fattions 
grew betwixt themryco. make profitable vicoftheir 
friend(hip, either to appeaſe their Aduerfaries, or 
vnder colour eftheir Excommunicationsand Saint

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Peters keyes to opprelle one another. Yea , and that 
which was moſt ſirange, as Machiave//obſerues in 
his Florentine Hiſtorie , King Iohnof England vVpPon 
the difſention betweene him and his SubieRs yee!- 
ded himſelfe at the Popes diſpoſe}, when bee durit 
not ſhew his face in Xomee, by; reaſon of the Facts. 
ons of the Orſriand Columneſes,and vt the Guc!/rs 
and the Gebelltnes , but was faine to tranilate the 
Papacieto Aninionin France. Whereby our Pul:t:- 
cians may gather this remarkable Rule, that thinys 
which ſeeme to bee and are not ſuch in very decd, 
aremorc feared or regarded afarre oft, therrat home 
by reaſon of the vncertaine knowledge, which 
irangers baue of other mens ſtates. T hus may ali 
good Chriitians note by what meanes the Church 
of Romearriued to her Greatnefle, and how like a 
Foxe by littleand little the Pope crept vp to the 
double Supremacie, which Saint Perer and the blef+ 


with che Re- 
mcdies. | 


ſed Hpoſiles neuer once dreamed, nor would our | 


Sauiour Chriſt by any meanes accept of the Tem- 
porall Sword. For hee vtterly Jehied the Deuill, 
when hee motioned vnto him of an Earthly King- 
dome. And when ſome purpoſed afterwards to 
make him King , he forſooke that Coaſt. To con- 
clude this point ofthe Popes Supremacie, Pope Hil 
debrand, whom ome call Gregory the ſcuenth, atrer 
much conteſtation with the Emperor and his Gr- 
bellines was the firſt which triumphed over him a- 
 boutonethouſand yeeres after Chriſt. Of whom 

an ancient Hiſtoriographer thus teſtifieth : To this 


man only doth the Latrm Church aſcribe, that (he is 
C P'2 iree 
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free, and pluckt out of the Emperours hands. By 
his meanes ſhe ſtands enriched with ſo much wealth 
and Temporall Power. By his meanes (hee ſtands 
inriched with ſomuch wealth and temporall Pow- 
er, By his meanes (hee got the Soueraigntie ouer 
all Emperonrs, Kings,and Chriſiian Princes;where. 
as before (hee was kept vnder like a baſe maid ſer- 
vant not only by the Zmperour, but by any Prince 
alliſted by the Emperour. 

Toreturne now to the other cauſe, which avg- 
mented the Popes Greatneſſe , that he cannot erre in 
matters of Faith, andtherefore men areperſwaded 
co belecue in his Church, as the onely Carholick in 
the world , or indeed as if ſhee were equall vnto 
chrift in Puritie, and therefore partaker of our 

Creede. But the Truth auoucheth otherwiſe, that 
all men are Lyers and full of Sinne, even from the 
beginning. The moſt Righteous man finnes every 
day in the weeke. The 4poſtles in Chriſts time 
contended for Dignitie. After his death Petey and 
Pas! varied in opinion. Paul and Barnabas could 
not agree. Liberizs Biſhop of Rowe ſubſcribed to + 
the £Arrian Hereſie. Honorius Biſhop of Rome was 
a Monorhelite, and condemned forthe ſame Hereſie 
by the Generall Conncelt held at Conſtantinople. Sainr 
Angnſtine mentions of the Errour maintayned by 
Innocent Biſhop of Rowe, that Innocents could not 
be ſaued , except they- received the Communion. 

And as Popes erred thus in matters of Faith: ſo did 

Generall Councel; themſelues moſt groſlely erre. The 

Councell of CArimine eſtabliſhed the Arrias Here» 


ſez 
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ke. The Conncellof Nice decreed the Soules of An- 


gels and men had bodily ſhapes. The Conncet of 


Epheſus enated Canons on the behalfeof the Ne. 
florian Hereſie. The conſideration of which Errors, 
whereto all mortal| Creatures are ſubie& while 
they ſoiourne in their earthly tabernacles, moued 
holy Angaſtineto reieft the authoritic of a Gene. 
rall Councell, which Maximinus alledged againſt 
him. Neither ought I, ſaid he,to be ted totry my 
cauſe by the Councell of Nice , or the Conuncell of Ari- 
mine, to better or preindice one anothers cauſe , but to 
decide the Queſtion to the Holy Scriptares Teftimonie 
which are indifferent 10 beth of vs , andnot partially 
bound to either of vs. And indeed there may bee 
yeelded a reaſon of Policie for not ſtandingtoany 
Humane Poſitions. Ina Generall meeting all men 
arenot of the fame mind , nor of the ſame opinion 
but every particular man as hee hath his voice, fo 
hee bath bis ſeuerall will.

Commonly where many meet, ſome are ſelfe 0+ 
pinionated, ſome faRious, others ouer-ſwayed by 
che moſt voices; ſo that the Godlieſt being the few- 
eſt are abandoned; and thenthe Canons doe paſle 
according to mens affetions, and very oftentimes 
in fauour of the Pope and his Cardinals in hope of 
worldly prefermencs, diſpenſations, or for feare of 
angring their Superiors in Authoritie ,\which the 
Hely Ghoſt obſeruing, he withdrawes his powerfull 
preſence from their Conſciences , and leaues them 

| F.3 purts 
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pars naturalibus,to their owne naturall endow- 
ments, and conſequently ro bee ſeduced by the 
world. Waich of the anciews Fathers lined free 
from Ercours ? lu/tine Martyr, Ireneus, and Tertul- 
lian held the Millenzrian Hereſie. Saint Cyprian er- 
redin his iudgement of Rebaprization. 
Why then doth the Church of Rome arrogate to 
her ſelfe ſach Holineſle as to condemne ali other 
Churches, becauſethey conforme not themſelues 
with her Do@rine and Traditions? It is onethin 
eo bclieue that thereis a Catholicke Church, and 
another thing though blaſphemous , to belecue in 
the Catholick Church, And now for the concludin 
of this preſent difference betwixt the Church of 
Rome and the «Ethiopian, whereof the Patriarch of 
Alexanariachallengeth the Primacie, wee doe or- 
der that cuery Nation be allowed their ſcuerall Tn- 
riſditions. As in like manner hath heeretofore 
concil.Nices, beeneenaRted by the Councellof Nice, inthe yeere 
Canon.6. 32 5. Let the ancient & uri bee ſlillinwſe, that the 
Biſhop of Alexandria haut the Inriſdiftion outr E- 
ep, Lybia,end Pentapolis,euen as the _ of Rome 
entoyeth the like libertiein bus Parts. And ſo letthe 
Churches of Antioch , and of other Prowinces haze 
their preheminences maintained as in former times.

Where 
after an eloquent Oration againſt the Zutherans, 
hee complayned of Sir Geffrey Chaucer the Engliſh 
Poet, that he about the latter end of King Fadwerd 
the thirds Raigne, bad publiſhed in his P/ow-rwans 
Tsle moſt abhominable Dofrine, which infeted 
not only divers rare wits of that Age, but likewiſe 
wrought ſo much alteration in ſucceeding times, 
that 1ohniWickliffe, Iokn Huſſe, lerome of Priguc, 


with the Re- 
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Luther, and others now tiling themſelues Prote- 


frents, had quite abandoned their Mother Chnrch 
ef Rome, which had flouriſhed in fately Pompe 
and Pontificalibss for many hundred of yeares be- 
fore. And particularly hee cred Chancer for 
calling the Pope AntichriF, and for comparing 
bis Followers to the Griffon , and the pretended 
Reformed Church tothe Pellican.

Arine. Sir Geffrey Chaucer obeyed, and framed this 
extempotary Oration:Moſt high and redoubied Ems 
peronr , Tam glad that Scorus hath provoked mee 
this day to open that Secret ; which by the craft of 
our Arch ſorcerer of the Chriſliaw Church bath 
beene concealed from the vulgars knowledge vn- 
tili this fulneſle of Time, which the Holy Ghoſt bath 
appointed for bis Diſcoucrie.

the eyes of my vnderſtanding are likewiſe opened: 
and 1 doubt not but all your Mateſties Conr:t (hall 
know out of my mouth this day, that the Pope and 
none but he is that Anrichrift, which was ſo long 


- agoe prophelied to come and ſeduce the Chriſtian

Church with lyes, Equiuocations, and the wonders 
of Sathan, For the manifeftation of which damna= 
ble praQices , inſpire my heart , O fierie Comporterz 
Inflamemy mind with true Zeale, the ſealeof thy 
ſacred Spirit, that I may ſoare vp, like an Eagle, to 
the Sunne of thy Grace with feruencie founded on 
Divine Diſcretion, for Feruencie is but fooliſh fu- 
rie without Divine Diſcretion. 

The firſt marke of Antichri#I gather from our 
Sauiour himſelfe, who prophefied, many ſhall come 
in my name, and ſhall ſay, 1 am Chriſt, vnder this Ti- 
tle the Pope doth moſt blaſphemouſly coner his 
Temporal Power For whatfignifiesthe wordChrift 
but Anointed ? Inſomuch, that whenfocuer any of 
his Clergie hath offended, the Temporal! ſword 
muſt nor puniſhthem ; but fortheir proteRion his 

IP Holir 
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Nolineſſewardeth them with that ſaying of the Pro- 
het Danid, T ouch not mine Anointed: Meddle not 
with my Chris, Though they vetaken fighting in 
the Field with Armour on their backs, hce termes 
them his Sons, the Conqueror muſt leaue them to 
depart in peace. VV hich made a Prince ſometime to 
returne him this Anſwer : I haue ſent your 9/;- 
ne(ſe your Sownes Coat, the Armour, in which [ 
found your B:/bep fighting , when I cooke him Pri- 
ſoner. Andif you be as quick- {ighted as /ac06, ler 
me know, whether this be your /oſephs Co47? vntill 
King Edward the firſt his time, Clergie men were the 
Lawyersin England, asan Ancient Writer teftified: 
Nallus Clericus niſi Canſidicus. T heylate as lupreme 
Isdges in Temporall Cauſes. But when their King 
ſhould chaſtize them for their briberies and extor- 
tions, then they fbrowded themſclues vnder the 
Spirituall keyes,and appealing to the Pope theyfreed 
themſclues from all Accuſations. Thus did Errors 
play vpen the preheminence of X:ngs, vntill they 
were beatcn out from their Lew,and at the laſt from 
their chiefeft holds by the valourof King Hemry the 
E:izht; and well worthy, ſeeing that they preſumed 
to make vie of the name of Chriſt to cloke their 
falſchoods and lewd tricks. 

The ſccond Mark of Antichrift I colleRt out of 
Saint Peal, that in the laſt deyes men ſhould bee high. 
minded , [ouers of pleaſures more then loners of God, 
baning 4 ſhew of godlines,but denying the pewer there» 
of. Allcheſeare verified in the Popeand his Clergie 


Heeexalteth himſelfe aboue Emperenrs and Kings, 
R 2 compa- 
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comparing himſelfe tothe Sunn: and them to the 
Moone and leſſer ftarres. Yea,he ranketh bis Conrt= 
ly Cardinals with Kings. Which ambition moued 
Cardinall Wolſey to place himſelfe aboue his King : 
Eg0 & Rex menus. 

W hat greater pleaſure can worldly men enioy 
more then the Popes and his Hierarchie doe ? 
They haue a large command of Cities, and huge 
Territories. Belides Rome_ , Romania , Bolonis, 
Ferrara, Auinioyn, the Pope is like to poſleſſe very 
ſhortly the Darchie of Yrbin. Nor doth his Am- 
bition ceaſe in theſe pleaſant places, many other 
Epiſcopall Seates out of 7/a/ie doth hee diſpoſe of. 
In Humilitie farre from C/ri/ts life, yer pretending 
fanRimonie, and a vertuons life, but denying the 
effefts thereof, as his tolleration of the Tees and 
Stewes, his ſerving of Idols, his vnlawfull Diſpen- 
fations, ant monſtrous Pardons doc plainly de- 
monltrate. 

The third marke of. CAntichrift is derived from 
another place of Saint Pau/, Now the ſhirit fpeaketh 
enidently, that ſome ſhould fall from the Faith , pi- 
ving heede to ſeducing Spirits, and Dofrines of 
Deuils, ſpeaking lyes in hypocrite, forbidding 
Marriage and Meates. 

Now what Church is the ſame which for. 
biddeth Marriage and the eating of fleſh ar pre- 
fixed times ? Is it not the Rom/b? The Greeke. 
Charch , whom for Antiquitie none can deny but 
they ſtand parraleld and equall with the Rewoane,

doe prohibit no ſuch things. Their Clergie , as the 
Abiffines in <Ethiopis' bave alwayes continued 
marriage. Therefore let this Marke ſerue tor one 
to conuince the Pope of the Doctrine of Demils , as 
Saint Paul calls it. And for their prohibition.of 
meates, who doe in(iſt more ſtrongly then the Pope 
and his Clergie? Tocate Fleſh vpon ſome dayes is 
a mortall ſinne, vnleſſe it bee with cheir ſpecial! dil. 
penſation , as the Cafts{;ans have bought out their 
freedome vpon ſome forbidden dayes. 
| To abſtaine from Fleſh they account it meri- 
torious, and yet to eat Filh, Caueare, Almonds, 
Figs, and otherluſtfull viands they profelle itlaw- 
full. 

Our Sau:i9#r notwithſtanding warrants vs to 
eate Fleſh, ſaying , 1hat which goeth imothe mouth 
defileth not 4 man. And this hee proves by a for- 
cible reaſon : becauſe that whatſoeucrr entreth into Mauls cap,xy. 
the mouth goeth into the belly, end is caſtout. 

- I condemne not the true vic of Faſting with 
bread and water, in them , who finde their bodies 
carnally bent, or fo full of grofſe humours, that 
they breathe vp into their heads , like cloudie 
and foggice vapours , to eccliple, and darken 
their vnderſtanding , wills, and memories , thoſe 
noble Organs of the Soule , if they cannot 
otherwiſe withoue ſuch mortification ſubdue 
their flelbly longing deſires, and fall to fer- 
vent Prayers. Likewiſe I commend F4:n7 to 


all the vnmarricd and lazie Perſons, who haue 
| ; lived 
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lined without much exerciſe, faring well and lying 
in downie beds. Suchiadecd hane reaſon aboue 0- 
thers to embrace Ab/irnence asa lewell,, leaft their 
Glurtonie with eaſe ſhould fill chefr veineswich roo 
much blood, leaſt their ſpleene grow to a bigger 
proportion then is ficting , leaſt through oppilari- 
ons and obſtructions, feuers, the ſmall poxe, the 
pluriſie, the greene fickneſle, the conſumption, and 
chiefly the Scwurer?, that vnſuſpeAted Gueſt, and 
hardly diſcerned Traitoureſle at the firk approch 
to the wiſeft Phyfician, doe ſeize vpon chem as 


their (]aues , never to bee redeemed. 


But ro make ir a pointof Religion, and to per- 
ſwade men, that Falting can ſatisfie Gods inſtice, or 


appeaſe his wrath iuftly conceived againſt vs for 


ſine, is the Dactrine of Dinels, and a marke of An- 
tichrift. To the cleane all things are cleane, as the 
Apoſtle ſaid. Andrhe Elders of che Church oughe 
not to clog and burthen the conſciences of cheir 
yonger brethren, with ſuch yokes of mens inven- 
tions an'i Traditions, as Touch wot, taſte not,bandle 
net, which as Saint Pawagpaine ſaith , bee things of 
no value, fith they belong to the filling of the Fleſh, 
For it is the ſovleand not the Fleſh, which good 
Chriſtians oughtro keep pure and vndehiled. Which 
moved that ancient Father Teri#liay, who liued 
within lefſe then two hundred yeares afrer Chrift 
ro auerre :that the Apoitles impoſed no burthen of 


ſet and ſolemne Faſting , but left it 10 our libertie, as 


entry man ſaw bu occaſion. 
The fourth marke of Antichriſt is manifeſted 
that 
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that he muſt be a myferie, the myſteric of Iniguitic; 
hee muſt ir in the Temple of God. For the expoun- 
ding of which place Saint Chryſoome delivers a 
notable Commentarie : _4n!1chr1/t laith bee, Leing 
ſeated in the Church , andpoſſeſiing the cbiefeſt places 
of the Church, u 18 bold all that inſhew, which the 
true Churchof Chriſt holds in truth, that us , bee ſhall 
\ baue Churches, Scriptures, Biſhops, Prieſis, Baptiſme, 
and the Communion , ec. Heels a myſterie , that is 
clo(e and hidden, vntill che Prophelic be winded to 
the Bottome. For as Saint Pau/ wrot, before the 
time of his revealing mult come, their muſt needes 
fall outa departure from the Faith, and then that 
Man of Sinne (hould bee knowne, which hadabu. 
{ed the warld with lying (1gnes and deceits. b 

The fift marke is expreſled out of rhe Renelation 
| of Saint Iohn, where Antichriſt is termed the Whore 
of Babilon, the Beaſt, the falſe Prophet, all lignitying 
the ſame, hauing bis power from the Spiricuall 
Dragon , which fought wich Michael and his An. 
gels. By the name ot Whore wee mult note, that 
none is called by that name, but one which bad 
beene once an honeft woman. I he Church of Rome 
was once pure, burafterwards by prideand ambte 
tiongrew to beimpure, asnow wee ſee her domi- 
necring Head (ittingin the great Citie on the ſeuen 
Hihs, adored. aboue all , which is called God. As 
on the Triumphall Arch engrancn in Liows 1s 5 5. 
was proclaymed : 

Oraclo vocss mundi moderaris habenas, 


Et merits anierris aicerts ofſe Dena.

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By thy Tongues mightie Oracle 6.19 
The World thou govern'(talt. + 
On Earth thee withour obſtacle . -

The fixt marke of £4»tichrift is taken ont-of 
Saint Paw,that he began myſtically to worke in his 
time: But that which then- with-held and lerhis 
reucaling , did let and hinder vatill the ſplendeat 
and glorie thereof, that is,the MaieHic of the Romer 
Empire was taken out of the way,which afterwhrds 
in fulneſle of time came to paſſe , when the -Impe:- 
riall Seat was tranſlated from 017d Rame-to New 
Rome, which Conf!antine called atterhis own name 
Conſtantinople. In Saint Pauls time hee orept on 
his feet and hands like an Infant , about three hun- 
dredycares after hee grew to his (tripling age. Bur 
about the yeere 666. which is the number afligned 
in the Rexclation, hee was in his ſtrength, andeuer 
ſince vntill my time be ſhewed bimſeltein his owne 
colours, a mightie Potentate, with a Triple Crowne 
and vndercolourof Saint Peters keyes he arrogates 
co himſelfe a higher Power then Nabuchadonozor, 
the Ceſars, or the great Twrke cuer preſumed to 
haue heere on Earth. As long as the Roman Empe- 
rors liued in the great Cirie, the Biſhops ftood inawe 
and tollowed their bookes, notcarking for the va- 
nities of the world. But when the Place by the Em- 

perouts abſence became an habitation for his Zo- 
line(ſe, then that Barre which with-held his diſco- 


uetic, wasallotakenout of the way , ſothat m— 
a 


—— 
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all men of Iudgement may clearely fee the myſterie 
of 1niquitic manifeſtly diſcouecred. 


The ſeventh marke of _1=trichrift is the great 
wonder and maruecll, which Saint /ob&w had , when 
he ſaw this vnlooke for alteration, which he would 
not baue confeſſed , if in bis viſion be had beheld 
an Heathen Antichriſt or any Inhidell Tyrants. For 
hee had ſufficient triall of their Tyrannies. Bur 
when he law in the Temple of God a Reuerend 
Prelate attized in Purple and Scarlet with Imperiall 
Orhaments and Princely Authoritie, which C4rift 
forewarned his Apsſtles to take heede of, hee could 
not chooſe but wonder. 

The eight marke of the Antichriſt is, that his 
Sc (hall magnife bim wich one conlent and with 
one mind. Inchis they glorie, and in all cheir com- 
munications you ſhall beare them brag of Catho- 
licke Antiquitie, and of the Popes ſuccetion, neue 


hecding Saint Pals prophecic, that before the dif- 


couerie of Amichriſt , a generall defection of the 
Faith was neceſlatily to come , nor yet giuing cree 
dit to Saint o4n, that the Church was to flyeinta 
a Deſert. This very oſtentaſion paſſed of the ewes 
that they crucified the Lord of life, and perilecuted 
the Apoſtles as the Founders of a new Religion. 
Vpon this did the Romene Idolators inlift , and by 
Antiquitiedefended their idle Opinions. 

The ninth marke of CA»#ichrift is apparantly 
deciphered by his vaunting of Mzrraclcs, a roken 
which our Sau:oer delivers, 1hat there ſhould ariſe 
faiſe Chriſts , and falſe Prophets , which ſhould doe 
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at wonders and fgner, fo thatif it were poſſible, 


Matth.cap.24- 2 ſhould deceine the very Ele, if it were poſſible. 


2 Thel.cap.z. 
Apoc,cap.16. 


The like admonition Saint Pea/ giues vs, thatin 
the Church vnder Tx#1#ichr;f}, there ſhould bee 
working of Satben with ak Power, Signes, andlying 
wonders. The like dothSaint 794» propheſie of 
Spirits of Deuils working wonders. In the Primi- 
tive Church, whenthe Goſpell was ſetled, Miracles 
ceaſed. Which made Saint Chryſoffome to anſwer 
their corioſitie , which looked for ſuch rare ſignes 
in this wiſe : There be ſome, faith he , 1har a5ke why 
men now adaies doe not worke Miracles, as the Apo- 


chi. in toban. files did ? 1f thou belecueſt Chriit, as thou oughteſt,

thow haft no neede of Miracles , for theſe were ginen 
townbeleeners, and not to beleeners, Sornetimes God 

rmits men with ivgling trickes and legerdemaine 
or by the Deuils deuiles ro deceive them, eitherro 
wie the ſoundneſle of their Faith, orto confirme 
them in their Errors. As heretofore he ſuffered the 
Iſraelites to bee deluded with Baals Prie#ts andthe 
Golden Calfe, who aſluredly produced the like Mi- 
racles, as the /eſuites boaſt of. 

The tenth marke of Antichriſt, whom Saint 
Tlohy calls the Whore of Babilon, the mother of Har» 
lots and abbominations of the Earth, is that > ſhall 
be drunken with thebloudof the Saints and the Mar- 
19rs of Chri# Icſwe. Of whom may this bee more 
Cailcetcly ſpoken, then of the Pope? How many

A Bour a moneth afcer that Apollo had eſtabliſh- 
ed concord and vnitie in the hearts of ſober- 
minded Chri#/14ns, when all the members of the 
Church Militant thought that they were reſtored 
againe to the earthly paradiſe, and there ſhould fic 
eucry man vnder bis vine and Fig-trees , as inthe 
Golden Age of Peace, vpon wedneſday in the 
Eafter weeke, 1626. the famous Synodof Dort,cxhi- 
bited the names of ſundry perſons, who relying 
on {rminias his idolized Patronage for ſome new 
paradoxesin Dizinitic, had refuſed vpon Efter day 
tocommunicate with them and others their fellow 
Chriſtians. + £4pols. asked 4rminins what moucd

And what 
might your quaint Queſtion bee, replyed Apolls, 
which tends now at this ſacred time to refine wits, 
when men ſhould ioyaec together in commemora- 
tion of the Locds laſt Supper,to.ſanftitieand purifie 
cheir humane wills ? Moi? dread Soveraiene, laid 
Arminius, It is not vaknowne vnto your bleſſed 
Maieſtie , how many Communicants doe yeerely 
reſort vnto the Lords Table, more fit to bee whipr 
at 4 Carts tayle , orto bethruſt into the Spaxrſh 1»- 
gn1/ition, then to keepe companie with regenerared 
perſons at the celebration of the boly. Sacrifice, 
which whoſoecucr preſumes to touch vaworthily 
being vnprepared, eates his owne Damnation, or in 
the mildeſt cenſure he deſerves to be made an vgly 
Leper with King V z<&1ah. The. zealous confidera» 
tion of this imminent danger , which might enſue 
to my licke Brethren, moucd mee to take care for

Where can they liue to helpe than- 
ſclucs,and benefit their Country better, then in 
toyning to encreaſe the reuenewes of the Crowne 
of Great Britaine by the rich trad: of Fiſhing? The 
Commodities whereof, I will here curſorily re- 
cat, 


Firſt, this Trade of Fiſhing multiplycth ſhipping | 


and Mnriners, the principall props of this Kine- 
dome, It yearcly miintaincth $000 perions for 6. 
moneths in the Newfoundland, which were they 
at home would conlume in T obacco and the Ale- 
houſe twice as much as they ſpend abroad. Icre- 
lecues afrertheir returne home with the labour of 
their hands ycarely their wiucs and children , 
and many thouſand families within this K:ne- 
dome bcfides, which aducntured with them, or 
were employed in preparing of ners,caskes, viu- 
alls, 8c. or inrepayring of ſhips for that voyage. 
Secondly, Ir is-ncer vnto Great Britane,the next 
Land beyond Ireland, in a temperate Aire, the 
ſouth part thereof being of equall Climate with 
Little Britaine in France, where the Sunne ſhincs 


almoſt halfe an houre longer in the ſhorteſt day 


in the yeare, then it doth in England. 
Thirdly, it will be a meancs for vs to reape the

The Plantations well and orderly there once 


farre more commodiouſly, then now it is. For 
whereas our Fiſher-men (er out at the end of Fe- 
bruary,they may chooſe to ſet out before the end 
March, ifcuery man hath his ſtages there ready 
againſt cheir comming, and not by the firſt com- 
mers deſtroyed moſt barbarouſly & maliciouſly, 
becauſe thcir countrymen which come next after 
them may be behind them a fortnight in building 
of others.

Ofthelc, he liked thoſe of Magelan, and now the 
rather, for that Ticrrs del fucgo, which is the 
Sourh part of thoſe Srrezghrs, 18 lately found out | 
by certaine Hollanders, to be an Ilind : And that 
himſclfe had beene driuen by toul: weather, as 
farre as 57. degrees of Southerly latitude, where |

To this Sir Francis Drake anſwered : that for 
Wood, Water, Fiſh and Fowle,they might haue 
enough on this fide, and ncere the Streights; that 
they might be rclicued in diſtrefle at the Riner of 
eAmaFons by their Countrymen, where Captaine 
North, Captaine Parker, and Captaine Chriſlmas

of the Nativer, tor all that thcy came with 1 500. 
men to ſurprize them. Being paſt. the Srreights, 
they might hauc freſh vittuals in abundance ar the 
Iland of Mocha in tne height of 38. degree which 
ISſubiect to the States of Arauco, deadly enemies 
to the Spaniards, and but five or fixe leagues from 
| that Cenrinent. Or elle rhey may ger ſome with
